The working area for writers, broadcasters and photographers is 
located on the Club Level between the south and west corners of the 
stadium. The facility can accommodate over 150 media representa- 
tives in the upper press area and contains fifteen booths in the lower 
area for radio, television, photographers, public address and score- 
board operation.

Owner and President 


The Detroit Lions’ most enthusi- 
astic fan is also the club's chief 
executive, William Clay Ford, who 
is entering his 25th year of associa- 
tion with the team, including 21 as 
its president and 18 as sole OWNE 

Actually, his feeling and affe 
tion for the Lions go back to 193. 
the club's first season in Detroit. 
The franchise had just moved into 
the Motor City from Portsmouth, 
Ohio, and his father, the late Edsel 
Ford, took young Bill to see this 
“new" team in action at the Univer- 
sity of Detroit Stadium. Like the rest 
of Detroit, the youngster took an 
_ instant liking to the Lions. 

As both a fan and chief executive, his primary goal is to bring a 
championship to the Lions’ loyal followers. 

Mr. Ford has already been instrumental in helping to bring the cham- 
plonship game to the Detroit area and the State of Michigan. He'll be the 

jost_owner next January, when Super Bowl XVI comes to the Silverdome. 

Born and raised in the automotive industry, Mr. Ford is the grandson 
of the late Henry Ford, founder of Ford Motor Company. As the youngest of 
four children of Edsel Ford, he attended Detroit University School in 
Grosse Pointe, Michigan, and Hotchkiss School in Lakeville, Connecticut. 
After a tour of duty in the Naval Air Corps, he was graduated from Yale 
with a degree in economics, at which point he joined Ford's sales and ad- 
vertising staff, and later served on the industrial relations staff where he 
was a member of the committee that negotiated the historic 1949 contract 
with. the UAW-CIO, : 

On his way to the vice chairmanship of the company, to which he was 
elected in April, 1980, Mr. Ford gained special satisfaction as executive 
in charge of the development and subsequent introduction of the Conti- 
nental Mark II, successor to the classic Lincoln Continental that had been 
developed and introduced by his father in 1939. 

A member of the Ford Motor Company Board of Directors since 1948, 
Mr. Ford had over-all supervision of the company's product design program 
from 1956 until his election to the vice chairmanship. He is one of four 
members of the Office of Chief Executive who share responsibility for 
general management of the company; chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee; a member of the Finance Committee and the Policy and Strategy 
Committee; and chairman of the latter's Design Subcommittee. 

The Lions’ chief executive is also chairman of the board of Greenfiel"™ 
Village and the Henry Ford Museum in Dearborn, Michigan; secretar. 
treasurer of Henry Ford Hospital in Detroit; president of the Edsel B. Fora 
Institute for Medical Research; a trustee of Hotchkiss School and the 
Eisenhower Medical Center; and a director of Boys’ Clubs of America, the 
National Tennis Hall of Fame, United Foundation of Detroit and the Economic 
Club of Detroit. He is married to the former Martha Firestone. They have 
three daughters and a son, William Jr., who is treasurer of the Lions. 
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RUSS THOMAS 
Executive Vice President 
and General Manager 


One of the National Football 
League's most respected executives 
is the Lions’ Russ Thomas, now in 
his 34th year of service to the club. 
His climb to the top of his profes- 
sion has come about with a firm 
belief in the philosophy of hard 
work and dedication. 

Since coming to the Motor City 
from his native West Virginia, 
Thomas has achieved notoriety as a 
player, scout, coach and broadcaster 
with the Lions. And now he holds 
the multi-faceted position of run- 
ning the day-to-day operation of the 
club, a post he’s held since 1967. 

Thomas was appointed Executive Vice President in 1972. 

One of the prime driving forces in bringing Super Bowl XVI to the 
Pontiac Silverdome, Russ worked with other top government and business 
officials to gain support of NFL ownership. Long an event for south or west- 
ern climates, the Super Bowl was finally voted into a northern site, pri- 
marily due to the work of Thomas and other community leaders. Michigan 
aie William Milliken honored Russ for his efforts in a proud moment 
last_year. 

Thomas is considered an expert in NFL matters and in player contract 
negotiations. He has been given even more responsibilities in the last 
three years, as Mr. Ford has been devoting more time to the automotive 
business. Russ regularly represents Detroit at the NFL owners’ meetings. 

Russ was an assistant coach when the Lions won NFL Championships 
in 1952 and 1953. In addition to his coaching duties, and before the 
advent of film exchange and computers, Russ was in charge of scouting 
opposing teams, evaluating college prospects and negotiating player 
salaries. 

In his playing days, Thomas was an outstanding lineman. He came 
out of West Virginia as one of the state's most sought after high school 
football and track stars. He held the state high school shot put and discus 
record in West Virginia for years. He went on to Ohio State, where he 
played on a national championship team under Paul Brown and earned 
All-Big Ten honors and All-America mention for his work with the Buckeyes. 
In addition, he earned letters in track and wrestling at Ohio State. Thomas 
was drafted by the Lions in 1946 and played four seasons before a knee 

/“ajury ended a promising playing career. He played both ways for Detroit 
ad gained League recognition while serving as the co-captain of the team. 

Thomas was an assistant coach at St. Bonaventure in 1950-51, before 
moving back to the Lions staff. In 1964, after ten years on the staff, Mr. 
Ford named Thomas Director of Personnel, a post he held for three years 
until being named Vice President and General Manager. 

Russ and his wife, Dorothy, live in Walled Lake. They are the parents 
of two married sons, John and Jim.

Director of Player Personnel 
A familiar and respected name in NFL circles 
is the Lions' Director of Player Personnel, Pitts-

Tim’s uncle, 
Art Rooney, Sr., is the owner of the Steelers and introduced pro football 
to the city of Pittsburgh in 1933. Tim is also the cousin of Dan Rooney, 
President of the Steelers, and Art Rooney, Jr., the Vice President of the 
Pittsburgh club. 

A graduate of Duquesne, Rooney gained coaching experience with 
positions at Villanova and Rhode Island, prior to joining the Steelers. 

Tim lives in Birmingham with his wife, Mary Ann, and two children, 
Mike and Sarah.

Head Coach and Director of Football Operations 


“We really showed some dramatic improvement this season. There were 
pluses and gains in every area. Hopetully, we need only a little fine tun- 
ing now. 

The Lions had just completed the 1980 season at 9-7, a whisker out of 
the playoffs. Monte Clark was understandably disappointed, yet satisfied. 

wexHe had just led one of the most dramatic turnarounds of any NFL team in 
ecent memory. Detroit won seven more games last fall over 1979, and were 
the League's most improved team, Now, Monte stands at the helm of a 
legitimate NFL contender, with, as he says, only a little fine tuning between 
his team and a championship. 

Clark's perseverance through the tough times didn't go unnoticed by the 
local media. After an impressive opening day victory at Los Angeles, the 
Detroit News was quick to remember the bad while relishing the good. 

“Through it all, Mr. Clark was an exemplar of class, distaining the 
petulence and alihis that are common enough in the football trade. We want 
him_to know Detroit is proud of him and his players.” 

These are some of the characteristics that have made Clark not only 
popular, but respected among players and media alike. And though the 
Coach and his team have been through some difficult times, they have stuck 
together.

lark has the complete support of Lion owner William Clay Ford, who 
hired him January 11, 1978 and gave the 6'6"” coach complete control of 
the college draft, waivers, scouting and trades. Among the players Clark 
has brought to the Lions are Al “Bubba” Baker, Freddie Scott, Jimmy Allen, 
Tom Skladany, Keith Dorney, Ed Murray, and, of course, the spectacular 
Billy Sims. 

The 44-year old coach came to the Lions with an outstanding back- 
ground in the NFL. He spent six years as offensive coach under Don Shula 
at Miami. He was part of Shula’s original staff there in 1970. Monte helped 
develop the Dolphins into one of the League’s most feared units. A pair of 
Super Bowl titles, along with three straight AFC Championships, brought 
Clark immediate coaching recognition. Under his leadership, Miami led 
the conference in rushing three consecutive years, setting a new NFL 
single-season record in 1972 during the perfect 17-0 campaign. 

Clark became head coach at San Francisco in 1976 and propelled the 
49ers into playoff prominence. Only some close, late-season defeats denied 
the team a berth. But the record indicated an 8-6 mark for Monte in his 
first_year as a head man and three more wins for the 49ers over the 
previous season. 

Clark's coaching career followed an 11-year playing stint as an offensive 
lineman with San Francisco, Dallas and Cleveland. With the Browns, he 
appeared in the League Championship games of 1964, '65 and ‘68. Monte, 
who entered pro ball after a fine collegiate career at USC, is a native of 
Kingsburg, California. 

Monte and his wife, Charlotte, live in Bloomfield Township and are the 
parents of three sons, Bryan, 20, a quarterback on the Michigan State Uni- 
versity squad; Randy, 18; and Eric, 14.

DETOTT-STIET-TVE SEASONS as defensive CorMInator-sr-Banmore With the Colts, he 
was part of three AFC Eastern Division championship squads, The 43-year old 
Baughan played pro football for 14 years, beginning as a second round draft 
choice of Philadelphia in 1960. He went to five Pro Bow! games for the Eagles 
before being traded to Los Angeles in 1966. As a Ram, Baughan was honored with 
four more Pro Bow! selections. Maxie became part of the “Over the Hill Gang" at 
Washington in 1971. Following a three-year retirement, Baughan returned as a player- 
coach under George Allen at Washington before joining the Colts. His first coaching 
experience came in 1972, when he began a two-year stint as defensive coordinator 
with his alma mater, Georgia Tech. Maxie and his wife, Diane, have three sons: 
Maxie Ill, Christopher and Matthew, 


JOHN BRUNNER — Offensive Backfield Coach — Entering his second season with 
the Lions staff is John Brunner, a 13-year veteran of collegiate coaching. He spent 
four seasons at Temple University, where he helped the Owis to their best record 
ever in 1979. The school established new total offense, rushing and passing marks 
on its Way to a 10-2 season. Brunner, 43, began his college coaching career with 
Villanova in 1967, From there he went to Temple in 1970, to Princeton in 1974, 
before returning to Temple in 1976. The oldest of John’s seven children, Scott, 
quarterbacked Delaware to the small college national championship in 1979. Current 
Detroit quarterback Jeff Komlo had Jed the same school into the finals the year 
before. Scott was elected to the Kodak All-America team for his efforts and became 
a lateseason starter for the New York Giants last year in his rookie season. Brunner 
was born in Perkesie, Pa. and attended East Stroudsburg State until his graduation 
in 1960. In addition to Scott, John and his wife, Barbara, are the parents of daugh- 
ters Penny and Jan, and sons Jack, Jeff, Tod and Mark. 


DON DOLL — Special Assignments Coach — Don Doll, a former Detroit Lions player 
and coach, returned to the club in 1978 as special teams coach, He now serves as 
Monte Clark's right hand man in administrative and office matters. Doll, 54, played 
with the Lions from 1949 through 1952, representing the club three times in Pro 

som Bowls as a defensive back. He is still Detroit's co-record holder for interceptions in 
‘a season, 12 in 1950, His first pro coaching position was with Detroit in 1963, when 
he started a two-year stint as secondary coach under George Wilson. Previously he 
had coached at Southern California and Notre Dame in the college ranks. Doll went 
on to become the Rams defensive backfield coach in 1965, then went to Washington 
from 1966 to 1970, before spending the 1971 through 1973 seasons at Green Bay. Don 
was defensive coordinator at Baltimore in 1974, then a defensive coach at Miami the 
following year. Doll graduated from USC in 1948. in his first pro season with Detroit, 
he intercepted 11 passes, including four in one game. Don and his wife, Diana, 
have five children, Steven, Wendy, Kevan, Heidi and Michael. 
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HOAGLIN MADDEN PETERS 


FRED HOAGLIN — Offensive Line Coach — Beginning his fourth year of NFL coach- 
ing, Fred Hoaglin has built an impressive offensive line from scratch. Working with 
rookies and young veterans, Hoaglin has impressed his former linemate, Monte Clark, 
whom he joined with Detroit in 1978. Clark, who played alongside Fred on the offensive 
line at Cleveland during the late 60s, says 3 sense of pride has developed among the 
front five. The 37-year old Hoaglin opened his il-year playing career as a sixth round 
draftee of the Browns in 1966, Soon after, he began a string of 69 consecutive starts 
with the club, until a leg injury forced him out of the lineup in 1971. A 1969 Pro 
Bowler, Hoaglin was traded to Baltimore in 1973, then to Houston the following year.

Madden, 45, had spent the previous three seasons as assistant head coach to 
Johnny Majors at the University of Tennessee. He also coordinated the school's 
kicking and punting game. Madden began his college coaching career in 1962 at 
Mis: pi State. He went to Morehead State the following year before spending 
four seasons at both Wake Forest and lowa State. In 1972, Joe went to Kansas State, 
then joined Majors at the University of Pittsburgh the next year, He was Majors 
top assistant in 1976 when the Panthers won the national championship behind the 
running of Tony Dorsett and quarterbacking of Matt Cavanaugh. Madden personally 
recruited 20 members of that titlewinning squad. When Majors moved to the top spot 
at Tennessee in 1977, Madden went with him. A graduate of the University of 
Maryland, Joe also holds a masters degree from Mississippi State. Madden and his 
wife, Janis, are the parents of two daughters, Kerry and Keely; and two sons, Casey 
and Duffy.

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PHILLIPS SCHNELKER SEIPLE 


MEL PHILLIPS — Defensive Backfield Coach — A former player under Monte Clark 
at San Francisco, Mel Phillips came aboard in February 1960 as the Lions new de- 
fensive backfield coach, Clark sees a positive rapport developing between Phillips and 
his secondary men. Phillips, 39, played 12 seasons in the NFL from 1966-77, all with 
the 49ers. Mel worked under Clark in 1976 and Monte was instantly impressed with 
his intensity and attitude. Phillips played in all 14 games that year, intercepting two 
passes and recovering a fumble. Mel's career stats include 10 interceptions for 106 
yards in returns, including a 35-yard touchdown in 1970. He was regarded as one of 
the most respected defensive backs in the game when he retired in 1977, Phillips 
played both ways during his college career at North Carolina A&T. During his senior 
year, the school won its conference championship, with Mel intercepting two passes 
and scoring two rushing TDs in the title game. He has been very active at the 
Youth Guidance Center in San Francisco for many years. He and his wife, Patrici 
have two daughters, Paulette and Yvette. 


BOB SCHNELKER — Offensive Coordinator and Quarterback Coach — In his fourth 
season with the Lions, Bob Schnelker continues to be one of the finest offensive 
minded coaches in the NFL, A veteran of 18 years in the National Football League, 
the 52-year old Schnelker calls all of Detroit's plays from his perch in the press box, 
In recent years, Lions fans have been treated to some exciting offense, with emphasis 
on the pass, a Schnelker forte. Bob has worked under some of the most honored 
coaches in the business, including Vince Lombardi at Green Bay and Don Shula at 
Miami.

Seiple is the Lions first 
receiver coach since Raymond Berry in 1975. A 12-year veteran of NFL wars, Seiple 
was a punter and tight end with the Miami Dolphins from 1967-77. In 1979, 


_ewbarty was an assistant coach under Howard Schnelienberger at the University of 


‘iami. Clark worked with Seiple during his six-year stint as an assistant with 
ne Dolphins. Both saw the club rise to the top, winning two Super Bowls and three 
AFC Championships during the early 70s. Larry's best receiving year was 1969 when 
he led the Dolphins with 41 receptions for 577 yards. Seiple's professional career 
punting average was an even 40 yards per kick, with his best season coming in 1973 
when he averaged 42.3 During his pro career, Seiple logged more game appearances

in 1967 by Miami, He attended the University of Kentucky, Seiple, 36, and his wife, 
Trudy, are the parents of two daughters, Keri and Lori; and a son, Larry.

HISTORY OF THE DETROIT LIONS 


Almost a half century ago, the Lions began a long and successful 
association with the Detroit area as its National Football League 
representative. 


Detroit welcomed the Lions 47 years ago, but it was not the area's 
first look at professional football. 


In 1920, the Detroit Heralds were a charter member of the American 
Professional Football Association, which was the original name of the 
present NFL. But the club folded after two years. Then, the Detroit 
Panthers appeared in 1925. They also folded after two seasons. In 

74928, the Detroit Wolverines were formed, but they failed after just 
ie year. 

In 1930, the then 10-year-old National Football League took in a 
franchise from Portsmouth, Ohio, called the Spartans. After four 
seasons, the team was purchased for less than $8,000 by Detroit radio 
executive George A. Richards and moved to the Motor City. 

Playing in the University of Detroit Stadium before average crowds 
of 16,000 people, the new Detroit Lions won the NFL Championship in 
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their second year, 1935, Under the leadership of Coach “Potsy” Clark 
and stars like Hall of Famer “Dutch” Clark, Ernie Caddel, George 
Christensen, “Ace” Gutowsky, Glenn Presnell and “Ox Emerson, the 
early Lions established pro football in Detroit and for over 40 years 
they have been an integral part of the Michigan sports scene. 


In 1940, Chicagoan Fred Mandel bought the club. Lions stars of thal 
era were Hall of Famers Bill Dudley and Alex Wojchiechowicz, John 
Greene, “Whizzer’ White, Frank Sinkwich and “Camp” Wilson. The team 
was sold, eight years later, to a group of local businessmen under the 
leadership of Edwin J. Anderson. The Detroit syndicate controlled the 
club until 1964 when William Clay Ford became sole owner for a price 
of six million dollars. 


The Lions dominated the NFL in the 1950's with four division titles 
and three League championships. Under Head Coach Buddy Parker, the 
team won back-to-back world crowns in 1952 and 1953, defeating Cleveland 
in both title games. Stars of those glittering teams were Hall of Famers 
Bobby Layne and Jack Christiansen, Doak Walker, Les Bingaman, Cloyce 
Box, Leon Hart and Bob Hoernschemeyer. The Detroit-Cleveland battles 
of the era were classic confrontations between two giants of the 
blossoming NFL. 


Since their last title in 1957 under the coaching of George Wilson, 
the Lions have been looking in vain for the top spot. Such recent 
performers as Joe Schmidt, Yale Lary and “Night Train” Lane have been 
elected to the Hall of Fame. Outstanding players like Wayne Walker, Mike 
Lucci, Nick Pietrosante, Roger Brown, Terry Barr, Lem Barney and Charlie 
Sanders have taken their places in the annals of pro football in Detroit. 


In 1967, Joe Schmidt began the first of six seasons as Head Coach 
of the Lions. His 1970 team made the post-season playoffs, but lost in 
the first round to Dallas. 


Just prior to the 1975 season, the Lions moved into a fantastic new 
stadium in Pontiac, Michigan, a town of 85,000 people located 30 miles 
north of Detroit, The Silverdome is the world’s largest air-supported 
domed structure and seats over 80,000 spectators under a Fiberglas roof™ 


Control of all football operations was handed to Head Coach Monte 
Clark in 1978. Clark's winning approach has brought a new optimism 
to Lions’ faithful. With top caliber talent like Al “Bubba” Baker, Gary 
Danielson, Ken Fantetti, Ed Murray, Dave Pureifory, Billy Sims, and 
Dexter Bussey, plus the astute direction of a proven winner like Monte 
Clark, the Lions are determined to regain a place among pro footballs’ 
finest.
